Home, Nov. 9.— Tim tir-st secret con- 
sistory of the new pontificate was held 
tod u y. No American cardinal was ap- 
pointed. Several appointments of urcti- 
bishops and bishops were nitide, including 
thut of the Uev. J. J. tinny as arch- 
bishop of .Manila, l'liilippine Islands, 
who, as mi exceptional privilege, re- 
ceived the pallium ut un extra consis- 
tory when lie came to Rune for con- 
seeration. The Uev. Pedro thiazides Y 
Esrndys was appointed hishop of Ha- 
vana, null the Uight Key, Maximillinn 
Ke.vn.iM> V polcornl, formerly bishop of ling 
Tulaneinge, Mexico, was appointed titu- 
lur bishop of Nucczcrea. 

The inhabitants of this city had been 
looking forward with unusual interest 
in the consistory. Principally because 
it was the Brst to bo llfild Uy L'ope Pius, 
but the meeting of cardinals was (|intu 
simple ami private, tlio pomp and cere- 
mony of the Vatican court being re- 
served for the public consistory, which 
will occur Thursday. (July t no l'ope 
and the cardinals were present today. 
The latter, according to custom, gather- 
ed somewnat early in till ante chamber 
near the hall of the consistory, from 
where they passed into the latter place, 
the many papal guards in attendance 
rendering mom sovereign honors. The 
cardinals took their places according to 
precedence, the cardinal bishops form- 
ing OUC group, the cardinal deacons an- 
other and the cardinal priests the third. 
Everyone except l'ope Pius showed ex- 
citement and preoccupation. 

When the Pope had seated himself 
on the throne, all those present, oue 
by one, paid him homage. After which 
the master of ceremonies called upon 
all but those authorized to .take part 
in the consistory to leave the hall. 
Which was done. When the doors had 
been closed and a guard had been -sta- 
tioned before them outside, l'ope Plus, 
in harmonious voice, Intoned prayers. 
Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the 'Sacred 
college, then stood up, and in a few 
words thanked the pontiff for having 
put aside his private preference and 
accepted the burden of the church. The 
Pope replied in an allocution, which 
received universal approbation. 

The Pope began by recalling that at 
Brst lie wished to decline the pontificate. 
iHe said: "Before all our efforts was 
retain faith inviolate nnd to provide 
for the eternal salvation without sav- 
ourselves any trouble or fatigue. 
For truths sake it is necessary tbnt 
governing the church the pontiff 
uld appear to be free and not the 
subject of any power. But this is not 
the case and that is what we want as 
being a grievous injury to the church." 

In conclusion the l'ope remarked: 
"We trust to accomplish what our pre- 
decessors could not reach, that truth 
shall overcome everywhere the errors of 
injustice, We shall ncrslsrin this strug- 
gle as Inn;: as our desires are not com- 
pletely satisfied, certainly with the help 
of God we shall succeed iu having the 
empire of truth established and consoli- 
dated in nil good people nnd propagated 
to all others who are well disposed." 

-Among the confirmations at this 
morning s consistory were those of Uev. 
Thomas A. Hendryck, as Bishop of Ce- 
bu, l'liilippine islands, and the Uev. 
IMauuel Ornc Y Vivneo, as Bishop of 
lltcl Uio, Cuba; the Rev. It. it 1 , Broder- 
ick, formerly of Hartford, Conn The 
auxiliary bishop of Havana, Cuba, was 
appointed Bishop of Glullauopoli. 

I'lien the real business of the day 
s proceeded witli, tire appointment 
ol the two canlinals, Mgr. Merry Del 
Val, tbu papal secretary of state, and 
Mgr. Cahegari. archbishop of l'adua, 
being announced by the l'ope. who said 
lb Latin: "What have you to say?" In 
response the cardinals raised their caps 
iih ii sign nf affirmation on the part u; 
their eminences. 

This was all, so every ilollbl was laid 

at rest for the present regarding the 
appointment ofi another American 
lardinnl. 

The confirmation of the appointment 
nf Uev. J, J. Hnrty ns archbishop o£ 
Manila, and of the Kev. Pedro Oon- 
Billes V Ifetrndys, bishop of Havana, 
and the llighl Uev. Maximillian Ben- 
nor.o V Deleornl as titular bishop of 
INoeezcrea, following, The l'ope then 
rose and bestowed tile apostolic bless- 
ing, alter which ho returned to his 
apartments.

It 
says tire foreign element on the isth- 
mus is thankful for the protection the 
American forces have given them. 

Although the authorities here are 
now officially advised that the new re- 
gime, intends to carry out Colombia's 
obligations, the olllciul recognition of 
the Republic of Panama is being de- 
ferred until a president is chosen and 
a government is formally organized. 

"iBeyond making protests to the gov- 
ernments of Europe and to the repub- 
lics of South America, " said Scnor 1'a- 
sado, the Colombian consul here, to a 
correspondent of the Associated Press, 
"I do not believe my government will 
'take action against the United States, 
but tbo republics of South America 
will ask themselves if the United .States 
will not when her interests demand it, 
take possession of them or encourage 
'revolutions in their territory. 

"Anyone can see that the indepen- 
dence of Panama i;. but a long step 
'towards American annexation. Reports 
are current that the states of Cauca 
and Antionjiia are also in revolt, but 
while Colombia perhaps will not resist 
secession from Panama, she certainly 
Will oppose by force of anus the with- 
drawal of the state of Cauca, which 
comprises a'most half of Colombia, and 
Autioquia and probably the richest in 
the confederation. 

"There is uo question in my mind 
but that the Panama canal committee 
was responsible for the action of Puna- 
ma, and thai M. P. Phillippe Buneau 
Varilla knew that its independence 
would be declared, is shown by the fact 
that he left here for New York ten 
days before the revolution was pro- 
claimed. 

"There is no doubt now that the 
canal will be built, but I assure you 
it would have been constructed with 
Colons 1 '' l's consent, though perhaps, 
some farther delay might have occur- 
red."

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MORE EVIDENCE. 

The evidence that is coming forward, 
that no blamo vests upon the British 
government for the Alaskan treaty or 
it.s findings, is too strong to be refuted. 
On the 5th of Mwrch, 1902, Sir Wil- 
frid, as the Mail and Empire pertin- 
ently (litotes him, said in the House of 
Commons : 'The Alaska boundary ques- 
tion has been removed from the coin- 
mission and referred by the commis- 
sion itself to the British government 
and the United States government, the 
two interested parties. Since that time, 
that is to say, since the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1899, negotiations have been go- 
ing on between the two governments. 
(Protocols have been exchanged, propo- 
sitions have been made, counter-propo- 
sitions have been .submitted, other pro- 
positions have been made again, and 
the matter lias been under considera- 
tion, and is still under consideration. 
I cannot divulge these secrets to- 
day; but it is easy to suppose what has 
been going on. It is easy to suppose 
that certain propositions have been 
made by one government to the other; 
that, these propositions have been refer- 
red to the Canadian government; that 
the government has now made its com- 
ments upon these propositions; that it 
has either assented to them or dissent- 
ed from them. It is easy to suppose 
that this is the character of the corres- 
pondence which has been going on ever 
since; which has not been concluded, 
but which is going on at this very 
moment.*' It is quite evident from that 
language that it was really the Canad- 
ian government which was negotiating 
through the British ambassador at 
'Washington, via the Foreign Office. 
When a treaty was finally reached, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier said of it : "At long 
last a treaty has been made for the 
settlement of that vexed question which 
has for years been pending. As to the 
treaty itself, I am bound to say, that, 
in my opinion, at ill events— with the 
single exception of :i very slight blem- 
ish, to which I shall allude presently— 
itlle treaty is eminently (fair. The) 
treaty provides for a reference of the 
boundary to a court to be composed of 
six impartial jurists of repute, that is 
to say, the commission lias been en- 
trusted with the task of determining 
what is tile boundary as created by the 
treaty of 1S2."5 between Russia and 
Great Britain. It is not a compromise; 
it is not an arbitration; but it is simply 
to have a judicial interpretation of 
"what is the true boundary, each party 
agreeing in advance to accept the 
■boundary as it may be declared, and 
whatever loss it may give to the other. 
.This is a great victory, 1 consider, 
that in one way we have obtained over 
the pretensions of the United States 
which have been hitherto advanced by 
the United States. Up to the present 
lime the United States have refused— 
steadily refused— any kind of refer- 
ence of that question if the conse- 
quences were to entail to them any 
loss of territory. . . . We would 
not agree to that condition. This con- 
dition lias been maintained by the 
Tailed States from 1S90 up to the year 
1903, but in the treaty which has been 
negotiated and signed by Sir Michael 
Herbert and .Mr. John Hay. the rider 
has been removed, and now tin' United 
States go to the arbitration with Can- 
ada without any conditi f thai kind, 

but agreeing that both parties shall 
submit to the awaid. which shall be 
given by these six jurists of repute. 
iNoW, it seems to me. that we could 
not have more than has been given by 
this treaty. It has been said by the 
press that Canada lias mad.' a surrend- 
er. I am glad to say, am! the House 
Will agree willi me. that there is not a 
particle of surrender in tins treaty. It 
is fair and honorable to both parties, 
and 1 am more than pleased that our 
American neighbors should have come 
to that conclusion. The only blemisli I 
can see in it is that it is not so com- 
posed as to ensure finality of decision. 
If there were seven jurists, or live, in- 
stead of six, there would 1 f n cer- 
tainty a majority in any event, and the 
matter would be finally disposed of; but 
as the tribunal is constituted, it is pos- 
sible there may be three on one side 
and three on the oilier, in which case 
there will be no decision. But even if 
we have no decision, we shall have 

obtained what, my I orable friend 

attaches some importance to- the best 
education possible for the American 
people, the British people an,] the 

Canadian people, as to the merits of 
this quoiition. Iluf I may say, for my 
part, that l do not apprehend any 
such result. It seems to me that si:: 
impartial men ought to be able to come 
to a conclusion on q question of this 
kind." Sir Wilfrid Laurier describes the 
treaty as "a great victory,"' which "we 
havV obtained over the pretension's of 
the United States." lie went on .to 
say that there was not "a particle of 
surrender" in the treaty. He most un- 
questionably topk credit to himself and 
his government for the treaty. When 
the United States' appointments were 
made, Sir Wilfrid Limrier did not pro- 
'tcst until Canadian press criticism 
forced him to protest. The .British 
government consulted hllm us to what 
should be done, am! made a suggestion 



tti Canada, throrsgh the partial naturo 
of one-half of - the tribunal. That sug- 
gestion, as we' have shown before, was 
put aside by Sir Wilfrid Ijirurier. There 
inny bo something in the suggestion 
that Dord Alverstone showed prejudice. 
We do not mean the wilful prejudice 
from ulterior motives. In reference to 
him such an accusation is absurd. But 
a man is prejudiced by his environment, 
the breadth and scope of his legal 
studies, and his political and religious 
opinions. These things affect bis atti- 
tude to every question without his 
knowing it himself. The House of Lords 
lias often reversed its own decisions 
without impugning tho sincerity or 
good faith of previous decisions. Many 
decisions, too, which have never been 
reversed, and whose results could not 
be reversed, have been admitted by his- 
torical jurisprudence to have been 
wrong, and to have been wrong through 
the very kind of prejudice to which 
we have adverted. We have never 
heard Lord Alverstone heralded as a 
great judge. His decisions may be pro- 
found, but they are certainly not lum- 
inous. Tho logical connection between 
the "therefore I decide so and so," and 
what has pone before, is often to the 
ordinary mind simply invisible. lie 
spins the coin of a case so long in the 
air that it would baffle anyone to tell 
"whether it was coming down heads or 
tails. .But he lias been known as an 
honest and conscientious lawyer all his 
life. Blame of :i sort may rest on him, 
and blame of a sort may rest on our 
own government (we are not inclined 
to impute much to either) but where, 
how, or why, any blame rests on the 
[British government we cannot under- 
stand, Nor do we think it manly of 
ISir Wilfrid Laurier to take credit for 
"a great victory" in March, ami when 
it is proved a great defeat in October, 
to absolve himself from responsibility 
at the expense of the British govern- 
ment, whose actions appear to have 
been governed by the most punctilious 
deference to the wishes of Canada 
throughout. 



'FREE TRADE WEDGE. 

The deplorable condition of our sil- 
ver-lead mining industry led to the pro- 
mulgation of various schemes for its 
relief. One was that complete free 
trade should bo adopted in the pro- 
ducts of lead provided they were manu- 
factured in a foreign country, and coupled 
with that, free imports of mining ma- 
chinery. Another scheme suggested 
was a bonus upon the production of 
lead ore provided it was smelted in 
Canada. A third was the increase of 
import duties upon lead and its pro- 
ducts entering Canada, in order to re- 
serve the Canadian market for the 
Canadian producer and build up Can- 
adian industry. This last was the 
straight application of protective prin- 
ciples to a growing industry, and is 
advocated by the protectionists of Can- 
ada as the only means of achieving' a 
permanent victory over the unfavorable 
conditions affecting our silver-lead in- 
dustry. The government adopted the 
method of a bonus. This was received 
with gratitude by the people immediate- 
ly affected, and with indifference by the 
rest, because, while it did not give the 
industry protection, it certainly assisted 
it, and did not controvert protectionist 
principles. There were, however, two 
reasons, one remote and one immedi- 
ate, why the bonus could not accom- 
plish anything very remarkable. The; 
former of these is that, after a cer- 
tain point, the more lead produced the | 
smaller bonus per ton received upon I 
it; the latter, that the mine ownersj 
and smelters and railways began im- 1 
mediately to quarrel as to what pro-! 
portion of the bonus they should re- 1 
spectively secure. We now, however, | 
observe with amazement that the gov- 
ernment is going to allow the products 
of lead to come into Canada free of 
duly provided they arc manufactured 
abroad from Canadian metal. This, 
of course, bars Canada from ever pos- 
sessing lead corroding works. We have 
got as far as the manufacture of re- 
fined lead in the face of huge diffi- 
culties. We are prevented by govern- 
mental action from ever getting any 
further, ami Canada is roboed of the 
possibility of a great industry based 
upon one of her richest and most valu- 
able resources. Not only so. init this 
Industry is handed ovi r bodily and in

When that day 
does dawn under tho arrangements per- 
fected by our patriotic government, it 
will pay a great ileal better to estab- 
lish them in Seattle or Everett than 
in Victoria or Vancouver, We fully 
expect the corollary of this proposition, 
namely, the free import of mining ma- 
chinery to be shortly announced, which 

WOUid debar Canada in precisely a 
similar way from ever making much 

progress in the manufacture of mining 



to any individuals or cbiss in the coun- 
try. It is doing this for lack of a plain 
appreciation of tho fact that tho only 
way to assist ami establish n valuable 
industry is to protect it. iWhy not 
let furniture into Canada free if it 
is made from Canadian logs? This 
would guarantee that all the labor 
value in the furniture built up a for- 
eign country, while only the small 
value of tho original lumber enriched 
Canada. Canada could sell five logs 
and get in return one chair, and thus 
soon become, according to those lunatic 
free traders, a rich, prosperous, and 
populous country. 

A CHANGED FRONT. 

Some little time ago the Liberal 
party met and elected a leader in the 
person of Mr. J. A. Macdonald, of Nel- 
son. They expressed no doubt of being 
able to put the government out of power 
in the bye-elections which were to fol- 
low the tilling up of tho cabinet, and 
decided to allow no seat to go by de- 
fault, but to contest every one which 
might bo opened. Tho opportunity of 
the Liberal party has come. The Hon. 
Charles Wilson is required to go back 
for election to the voters of Vancou- 
ver. Wo do 'not know anything which 
would give the Liberal party a better 
opportunity to fulfill its boasts and 
turn the government out of power. If 
Mr. Wilson was to be defeated in Van- 
couver, that would show conclusively 
that the government does not possess 
the confidence of the country, because 
it would be equivalent to the defeat 
of live of the sitting members. We 
should imagine that the defeat of Mr. 
Wilson would require the resignation of 
the Premier the morning .after it oc- 
curred. So that here Is an election the 
Liberals must either win or else admit 
that they are talking rubbish when they 
say that the government does not pos- 
sess tiie confidence of the country. Yet. 
the Liberals anticipate defeat if they 
do put up a candidate, and are being 
advised by their own newspapers not 
to do so. The Vancouver Province said 
editorially on Saturday : "The appoint- 
■tneut of iHon, Charles Wilson to the 
Attorney-Generalship has apparently met 
with the approval of the people through- 
out the province, and it certainly has 
been received in this city with general 
expressions of satisfaction. So rinrnis- 
takeabie in fact is the .sentiment here 
that there would seem to be every 
probability that the minister will lie 
returned by acclamation when the new 
election is held. Should, however, any 
opposition he developed to him and a 
contest take place, the result can read- 
ily be foreseen. A contest ill fact 
would simply be an expense without 
anything to be gained. We are quite 
satisfied that we are expressing the 
popular feeling when we say that a 
continuation of the, political turmoil ami 
unrest from which we have just emerg- 
ed is to be avoided if- possible, and this 
widespread sentiment is as strong, if 
not stronger, in Vancouver than else- 
where. We require a period of quiet 
in which to accomplish some much- 
needed business for tile country, and 
the people, therefore, are disposed to 
show every consideration to the ad- 
ministration now in power. It remains 
to be seen if Premier XlcBridc and bis 
ministry can command a majority 
when the House meets— a majority by 
which they will be enabled to carry 
on the government .of this province 
satisfactorily. If they are, and for the 
good of the country, the opposition 
should not attempt to embarrass them 
unnecessarily, the opportunity for leg- 
islation, so much required, will bu 
given. If the government is too weak 
to accomplish what is obviously neces- 
sary it should accomplish, it must go 
to the wall and an appeal to the coun- 
try will be unavoidable." We think 
I a Liberal newspaper might have spared 
I its own party such a very outspoken 
I statement "f the truth. It is the truth, 
the undoubted and unquestioned truth. 
When the Libera! party elected a lead- 
er, far from placing itself in a posi- 
tipa to put the government out, i. 
placid itself in a position where it could 
make an effective fight neither in the 
country nor in the House; and the re- 
sultant sltnntipn in Vancouver is to 

give the party u Choice between (lie 
humiliation of utter defeat and the 
humiliation of not being aide even to 
make a tight. The Inland Sentinel, a 
Liberal newspaper published a; Kani- 
loops, commenting mi the cabinet 
Changes said on Friday: "No doubt Mr. 
Wilson will be re-elected." It does not 
go so far. as to advise permitting his 
return by acclamation, but that is the 
■ ms i-fercnce from > s express: I 
certainty of his clectiou. The Daily 
News, a Liberal newspaper published 
at Nelson, i- almost as emphatic. "Mr, 
Wilson," it says, "is reasonably sure 
of re-election." We arc glad the Lib- 
erals are beginning to display a little 
common sense knowledge of their prcs- 
en: position in the province. Their 
time for obtaining power has pot. yet 

come. Nor is it at hand in the i ledi- 

llto fill lire. If they would cento to 
question the right of their opponents 
to rule the province and merely argue, 
from their point of view, the disad- 
vantages of Conservative governments, 
they would be performing the true func- 
tions of an opposition, and not merely 
making themselves ridiculous. 



I hope D. W. II. will keep on writing, as 
that aeenis his strong suit, ami should he 
publish a book there Is no doubt hut It 
would have a rapid sale. I hope tic won't 
forget to tell us about tlie arrival of tlie 
Tyudmouth, Itobt.

New York, Nov. !).— The liquidation of 
United Stntes Steei overshadowed the whole 
stock market today. The effect of the spi- 
Clril movement In United Stat'-s Steel was 
rather to repress trading than to depress 
the tone. The market as a whole was ex- 
tremely sluggish and unimportant. All 
three of the active securities of the United 
States Steel corporation sold during the 
dav lower than ever before. The preferred 
stock of 50i4 the common at 10%, the sec- 
ond bonds at 05%. In the case of the bonds 
and common stock, the previous low rec- 
ords were barely shaded at these figures, 
and the transactions In them were not 
notable. In the preferred stock, however, 
there was a constant outpouring all day 
and a succession of shares of the thou- 
sand blocks and upwards. The transfers 
for currency to the interior wore limited 
to $200,000 "to Chicago, which is the light- 
est for any one day for some time past. 
Additional announcements were made of 
gold engaged for import to tin- extent of 
$750,000. 

There was a special upward movement 
in the New York Central stocks which was 
undisplaced. The Colorado mines strike 
effected some of the stocks of the corpor- 
ation. The special heaviness of Pennsyl- 
vania seemed to be due to the expnndlug 
volume of bonds Issue by subsidy compan- 
ies ami the death of a prominent Philadel- 
phia capitalist It was thought might also 
be a contributory cause.
